He 
was very wo'.l off pecuniarily, and was re- 
spectably connected. His graudraluer was a 
U li-onet, and one o f his brothers whs formerly 
a Lieutenant iu tha Thiity-sixtli Regiment. 
Ha studied law under Sir Allan McNab, and 
became a member of the Bar. He practised 
law in Hamilton successfully for a number of 
J«ars. He interested himself much in public 
questions, took an active part in the defence 
of the Grand River squatters dispossessed of 
th:-ir lands for tho bent-lit of the Indians, and 
at one time offered himself a candidate for 
Parliament About ei^ht years ago he went 
to Scotland and got married there. He was 
greatly respected by ail w ho knew him, al- 
though considered to bold very peculiar views 
On certain questions. Many of the old resi- 
dents of Hamilion remember Mr. Fraser well. 
Ire owned considerable property in that city 
at one time, but sold it previous to his removal 
to Buffalo, nearly two years ago. 

HOW FOHTCNES AKE MaUB AND LoST IN WaB 

Times. — The New York Journal of Commerce 
gives the following instances of the hazard of 
mercantile transactions during war times: 

An invoico of COO bales of cotton was con- 
signed to this market, on English account. It 
was sold at DJ cents per pound, and tho seller 
at once engaged his exchange for remittance. 
Before the transactions were concluded, the 
turn came, and bolh cotton and exchange 
came down. The buyer of the cotton was un- 
able to take it, but the buyer of tho exchange 
whb compelled to fulfil his agreement, so that 
ho was compelled to pay $102,000 on his part 
of the transaction while the ootton still re- 
mained unsold! Tako another instance: A 
celebrated manufacturer bought of a very clev- 
er speculator 800 bales of cotton for forward 
delivery at a high price, 6ay 88 cents. Cotton 
went aown, down, down, every day, and the 
manufacturer warms into a panic. So he set- 
tles his contract by paying over to the fortu- 
nate operator a check for $84,000. 

Desolations or the Was in Virhinia.-»A 
writer from the army of the Potomac relates 
the following: 

Dr. Marson, a retired L*. 3. navy surgeon, 
whose real sympathies I believe to bo with the 
Union cause, although they cannot but have 
been chilled by his severe losses from our 
army, occupies a beautiful place on the banks 
of the Rappahannock, within our infantry 
picket lines. He has had a "safe-guard" irom 
the beginning of the war. issued by our gov- 
ernment, but the desolation that marks his 
plantation is not a whit less than that which 
defaces the plantations of rebels on eithersido. 
There is hardly a tree or paling of fence left — 
all that rvmaius of what was once so lovely 
being a little patch of shrubs and flowers, a 
few uegio cabins and outbuildings, and the 
neat white frame dwelling-house, which was, 
however, appropriated as a general hospital 
during the battle of Fredericksburg, but after 
a thorough cleaning reoccupied by the family. 

On the east of Dr. Marson's is the plantation 
of Mr. Wm. PuPock, now an old man, who 
came originally from Scotland. Ho married a 
wealth*/ Virginia lady and splendid piantatitn 
at one and the tame time. He goes in heart 
and soul for a Southern Confederacy, and has 
two sons fighting for it, one an officer of artil- 
lery, and the other an officer of infaDtry. Mr. 
Pollock has suffered heavily. After the retreat 
across the Rappahannock his bouse was taken 
as a hospital, and used for a couple of weeks. 
Forty graves of Union martyrs, on the lawn 
to the left, bear sorrowful testimony to this 
occupation. Some three bodies have been dis- 
interred, and rest now in pleasant cemeteries 
near old homes in the North, but the remain- 
der 6till sleep within gunsbot of the battle- 
field. At the beginning of hostilities Mr. Pol- 
lock ow*bed between eighty and ninety slaves. 
Now he has only ono left — "old aunt Patty" — 
for the overseer to look after. "Patty" is an 
undent African, being now a hundred and five 
or six years of age. She plowed during the 
revolutionary war on one of tho plantations 
in this part of Virginia.

The Provost Guard. — Wo regret that our 
time-honored institution, tho Provost Guard 
has been ordered to a new postot duty that re- 
quires their removal from this city. They are 
to go to Bowling Green under their proper 
title — the Thirty-fourth Regiment of Kentucky 
Volunteers. They go under tho command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Harney and Major Dil 
lard. Lieutenant-Colonel Harney has Berved 
here as Provost Marshal of the city with abil- 
ity and great fidelity. The duties were ardu- 
ous and often perplexing, but ho earned and 
carries with him the confidence and esteem of 
the loyal people of this city. He Is also an ex- 
cellent drill officer, and will maintain the dis- 
cipline and efficiency of the regiment. In this 
he will be ably assisted by Major Dillard, of 
whose excellence as an officer we have had 
many proofs. 

We understand that the order for tho trans- 
fer of tne regiment to Bowling Green ex- 
pressly ordored Colonel Dent to remain in 
the discharge of his duties as Provost Mar- 
shal of the Western Military District un- 
til further orders. These duties are of a com- 
plicated character, and cannot be successfully 
undertaken by an inexperienced person with- 
out some instruction. The severe duties of 
this department of the public service and Col. 
Dent's faithful discharge of them bo seriously 
affected his health that he tendered his resigna- 
tion months ago, but the military authorities 
were so fully pleased with his discharge of the 
duties and felt it so important that he should 
remain at his post that they refused to accept 
the resignation. In the event of the appoint- 
ment of another Provost Marshal, we think 
that his resignation should be accepted, for we 
are very sure that his faithful attention to his 
duties deserves some consideration, and his 
health, greatly impaired now, would rapidly 
sink under the labors and exposures of field 
service. 



I Correspondence or tbe Louisville Journal. 1 
Camt at Lavergne, Teun., April 4, 1863. 

For some lime I have been noticing letters 
from correspondiints of nearly every rogiment 
in the service speaking of their many battles, 
with which they seem to think none can 
compare; and, now that our regiment has been 
poetcd here for some lime, we> doubtless have 
had our Blwre of fun running after that infer- 
nal set of thieving marauders who are contin- 
ually molesting uur picket and courier posts, 
and who almost always make their escape be- 
fore a sufficient number can be sent out to 
capture them; but sometimes we take some of 
them by surpvise and capture them, and then 
some oi' them are paroled aud set at liberty, no 
doubt to join their thieving baud, of whom 
there is always some nigh, it appears, for as 
soon as there is found a few men off by them- 
selves, and probably not armed, they pounce 
upon them with little or no mercy, and strip 
them of their clothes (if tbey are better than 
theirs) and make an exchange with them, and 
then parole ihem and let them go. 

Now, every day onr gallant boys see or hear 
of some such instances taking place in our be- 
loved old State Kentucky, which causes the 
blood to boil in our veins to think that the 
loyal men in Kentucky can't get rid of them, 
but are constantly calling for a military force 
to rout tbem. We think there is no better 
plan for tbem to rid themselves of the plagues 
than to put their own shoulders to the wheel, 
and whenever they find out any of them just 
take a lew old muskets and men, and don't 
spare lead or sleep until the last one of tbem 
is routed. This I think would causo them to 
be less troublesome than for every man who 
has got two beds or two meals of victuals in 
his house to come out and find Borne one 
who has sworn to defend his country, by 
bearing arms for the Government of the Uni- 
ted States, and has failed to find it as pleas- 
ant as he thought it would be, has deserted 
and come among tbem, who welcome him to 
their houses, and if'aoy otour officers aro sent 
to bring them back they are ready to form a 
mob and hang the officer and his men, if there 
is not too many of them. 

We, as Eoluiers of Kentucky, feel within 
ourselves that tho people of Kentucky have at 
last got a commander who will do his duty as 
a General. In him and the people of Ken- 
tucky we hope to be better pleased, with re- 
gard to the treatment of rebels and deserters, 
than we have been for some past lime. 

Wo are sorry to see every male capable of 
bearing arms in Kentucky have to come into 
the field, but tn^y seem to cry for peace as 
much a3 wo dc, and it 6eems the best 
way to bring it about is to take up arras and 
fight till the last armed foe expires. Then as 
true Kentuckians, turn out and fight a good, 
hard, and long battle, without waiting to put 
your bands in the dark, for Kentucky boys 
don't like dark business any way. 

Sometime since there was a great deal said 
about tbo slavery question among our bovs 
and we could hear of old citizens of Kentucky 
doing and saying a great deal about it. 

But it. has about played out here, I think, 
and we hope it Iips in Kentucky, for we know 
tbe rebels are enough to contend with at pres- 
ent So, Kentuckians, let us whip the rebels, 
then we can settle the Blave question. Our 
regiment is trying every day to learn some 
new scheme ot crushing rebcidom, by drilling 
about four hours in all sorts of drill given by 
the tactics. Colonel Estes, of the 14th Ohio 
regiment, is now in command of our brigade, 
during the absence of our gallant Colonel John 
T. Croxton, of the 4th Keniucky regiment, 
who is now at his home at Paris, Bourbon 
county, Ky. Lieu'enant-Colonel T. B. Hunt, 
who is now in command of our regiment, 
lik"S to see tho boys improve in drilling-, con- 
sequently he makes good nso of this fine 
weather by eo doing. There's the drum beats. 
I must pu: away this scribbling and get ready 
to drill. If I don't I may bo put on double 
rations (such 03 I don't like).

Advanci Pat and Bounty ros Conscbipts. 
By the following section of the conscription 
act it will be pc-en that drafted men will be en- 
title! to advance pay and bounty: 

Sec. 11. Bi U further enacted. That all per- 
sons thus enrolled shall be subject for two 
yearB, after the 1st day of July succeeding the 
enrolment, to be called into the military ser- 
vice of tho United States, and to continue in 
service dnring tho present rebellion, not, how 
e-.er, exceeding the term of three years, and 
when called into service shall be placed on the 
Kmc footing, in all le'pects, as volunteers for 
three years, or during the war, including ad- 
vance pay and bounty, as now provided by 
law. 

The Armament of Port Hudson. — One of 
the letters raptured at the Confederate signal 
station near Port Hndson has this important 
information regarding the armament of that 
stronghold: "We have fitty-three cannon at 
Port Hudson; twenty-fivo of them are 61 
pound rifled cannon with steel-pointed balls 
also 20 cannon that aro 128-ponnders; also, wo 
have forty siege guns." 

Jeff Davis Likely to Lose his Eye. — A cor- 
respondent of tho Montgomery Advertiser, 
writing from Richmond on the 23d ult., says 
that Jefferson Davis has been confined to bis 
house tor two weeks, and is a great sufferer. 
An abscess has been formed on his temple, next 
to bis sound eye, and it is feared by his friends 
that lie will lose the sight of that eye also. 



The Adulteration or Liquors. — The fol- 
lowing is a section of an act passed by the 
Pennsylvania House of Representatives in 
reference to the sale oi liquor which has been 
drugged: 

Be it enacted, That ninety days after the 
passage of this act it shall be unlawful lor any 
person or persons to make uso of any active 
ooison or poisons, or other deleterious drugs, 
in any quantity or quantities, in the manu- 
facture or preparation by process of rectify ing 
or otherwise of any intoxicating, malt, or al- 
coholic liquors, or of any person or persons to 
sell such poisoned or drugged liquors in any 
quantity or quantities, and any person or per- 
sons so offending shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemoauor. 



To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 
Jackson, Tenn., April 4, 1803. 

A few items concerning the House of 
Refuee lately established in this city for the 
benefit of the many destitute refugees daily 
coming into the Federal lines would probablv 
not prove uninteresting to your many read- 
ers, h having been found necessary to es- 
.ablish such an institution at this place. 
Major T. V. Kobb, Illinpis Military Inspector, 
a man of superior ability and benevolence, 
was requested by General Sullivan to take 
charge of the business of establishing and fit- 
ting up this military poor-house. The build- 
ing selected by bim for that purpose was the 
Female College, a large and splendid edifice 
of tho finest architectural style, and beautiful- 
ly located in a healthy part of the city. 

The necessary arrangements for the recep- 
tion of refugees were completed On the JTth 
day of March, since which timo ono hundred 
and twenty-two poor have been admitted. 
They are from the various States as follows: 
Eighty-four from Alabama, thirty-two from 
Mississippi, one from Georgia, and four from 
this State; of whom seveuty-seven aro child- 
ren under the age of fifteen, twelve men, and 
thirty-three women. 

Tney are destitute of clothing and every 
thing else necessary for health, happiness, and 
comfort. They are a pale, emaciated, mis- 
erable looking lot of people, upon many of 
whom grim Death has already set his mark, 
and will doubtless soon summon tbem to that 
bourne from whence no traveller returns. 

It is impossible to contemplate this scene 
of poverty and destitution without realizing, 
in part at lea3t, the deplorable Btate to which 
the poorer classes of the Southern people have 
been reduced by this unholy war. Turn it is 
that one is enabled to realize the sad change 
which has been wrought in onr once happy 
and glorious country, by the devastating 
effec ts of war. 

Major Robb has made every preparation in 
bis power calculated to insure the welfare and 
happiness of these poor people. He is making 
p.eparations for the establishment of a school 
tor the benefit of the children. A gentleman 
from one of the regiments has volunteered his 
services and been detailod to tako charge of 
the educational department of the institu- 
tion. Tho regulations which havo been estab- 
lished for conducting this institution arc ad- 
mirable, and such as will conduce to tho great- 
est possible exteuttothe benefit of its inmates, 
both mentally and physically.

Discovery of Washimiton s Okioinal Seal 
in Illinois — Every, even the minutest, me- 
mento of Washington, has been cherished by 
bis revering countrymen and an admiring 
world; nor can aught but the cynic censure a 
sentiment of veneration so natural, disinter- 
ested and pure. The pen of the historian and 
tho pencil of tho artist have united to describe 
aud to perpetuate, in the record of tho former, 
or with tho decoration of the latter, every re- 
maining memorial of one, whoso illustrious 
distinction it was, to bo the leader of that 
eventful struggle which gavo birth to the 
American Republic. 

But from such relics as would naturally have 
been looked for, after tbo decease of the great 
Patriot, one has long been missed — namely, 
the seat which authenticated his private and 
public papers. 

Tbo Washington coat-of-arms has been long 
and well-known. It may be described as a 
shield surmounted with a ducal coronet, over 
which is a raven with spread wings; the face 
of the shield bearing three star-sbaped spur 
rowels, and below, two bars. The shield is 
either surmounted by a wreath, or bears the 
family motto — "Ezitut acta vrobal." 
Mr. Loaning (in ".Mount Vernon and its As- 
sociations ') has given an engraven impres- 
sion of "Washington's seal," as attached to 
the death-warrant of a soldier executed at 
Morristown, in 1780; and also an engravi-g 
of the face of bis "seal-ring, which also 
bears bis arras and motto. The former h»e 
the "wreath" without the motto; the latter 
the motto, without tho wreath. 

Tbe following letter to the Chicago Histori- 
cal Society affords the interesting announce- 
ment, that the proper "Beal" of Washington, 
left by him at bis decease, is still in existence, 
and in tbe possession of a citizen of Illinois, 
of the Washington family, to whom it came, 
as would appear, by lineal and legitimate de- 
sceut. The public is under obligation to Mr. 
V> asbington tor thus communicating to the 
Historical Society of this city the -important 
assuraccc of the existence and safety of this 
sacred relic, as well as for the excellent im- 
pressions on white wax, ho has kindly for- 
warded for preservation in the Society's 
archives. 

An examination of these impressions shows 
that the seal bears tho complete family arms 
of Washington — including both the "wreath 
and the motto. 

Mr. S. A. Washington, the fortunate pos- 
sessor of this invaluable "heir-loom," has, we 
understand, been long a resident at Middle- 
port, Iroquois county, III., and a member of 
the bar of that county. True to the instincts 
of patriotism, and the honor of a name hire- 
tofore held inviolable, he was among the fore- 
most to volunteer among the "three months' " 
men, called for by tho President at the com- 
mencement o' tha rebellion, raising a compa- 
ny which he conducted to Cairo. His son, 
the bcir to his name and the family honors, is 
still, as we are happy to learn, in "the service 
of his country. "Faithful found among tho 
faithless." true to the illustrious name be 
bears, Illinois may well be proud that a name 
so venerated is enrolled in tho great army of 
her sons and citizens, who have gone into tbe 
field in this hour of national peril for tbe de- 
fence of the principles and of the land of 
Washington, and whose loyal and brave 
hearts, with their compeers and co-patriots of 
other States, will yet restore to us, under God's 
blessing, the honor, security, and power ot our 
great and undivided nation. 

We give below Mr. Washington 'a letter, 
which relates particulars of his possession of 
this valuable relic which cannot fail to inter- 
est the public: 

"Middlepout, III., March 10, 1863. 

"To the President of the Historical Society, 
Chicago: 

"Dear Sir: Some year or two ago (if my 
memory serves nie) I recollect of noticing that 
Edward Everett — in a number of bis "Mount 
Vernon papers" — mentioned the (supposed) 
fact, that the private seal and coat-of-arm* of 
General Washington was either lost to histo- 
ry, or with some member of the family. 

"The seal and coat-of arms of the Washing- 
ton family, worn by General Washington, 
with which he sealed both his private and of- 
ficial correspondence, is not lost, but is in my 
possession, and highly esteemed as an heir- 
loom, and been possessed by me for thirty-two 
years, and is now in my possession — several 
impressions ot which I 3ena you, which you 
are at liberty to place in your Society's cabi- 
net. They were made by me from the origi- 
nal seal, a few days since, together with oth- 
ers which I design [to send to the Hon. Ed- 
ward Everett and George Bancroft. 

"Tbe seal was left to the late Judge Bu;hrod 
Washington, of Mount Washington, who left 
tbe eatnc to ray father, the late Bushrod Wash- 
ington, junior, tbe then nearest relative of tbe 
name, who, on bis death, in 1331, left the 
same to me, his "oldest son," with whom it 
has ever since remained, and been preserved 
iw a future gift to my oldest son, Bushrod D. 
Washington, now in the army, should he sur- 
vive me. Respectfully, 

Your obedient servant, 
"S. A. WASHIMGTON. ' 

We simply add to the above letter, that, as 
is well known, Judge Bushrod Washington 
died in 1829, without children, leaving the 
Mount Vernon estate to John Augustine Wash- 
ington, his nep-ew. Bushrod Waahiugton, 
Jr., named by ibe writer of the above as bis 
father, is referred to, not as tbe "son," but as 
the "nearest relative of the name," although 
tho precise relation is not indicated.

ArrtAL in BiHALr or hi Scffsreks in 
Ireland.— The Executive Board of the Irisb 
Relief Committee of New York have issued s 
stirring appeal to the people of the United 
States for prompt aid in behalf of the starving 
people of lrelaud. Alter referring to the ro 
peated failure of tbe crop3 in isolated dis- 
tricts of Ireland, the address proceeds as fol- 
lows ; 

What was before limited to certain districts 
now extends over the whole island, involving 
in one general calamity richly cultivated and 
prosperous parts of the country, where war.t 
bad been previously unknown. Even in the e 
sections people hitherto blessed with abun- 
dance are low living upon a tingle meal a day 
of the scantiest kind, and in tho gloomy pros- 
pect of the futures the cbanco even of getting 
that is diminished ; while in less favored dis- 
trictsdeaths irom starvation, in large numbers 
have been averted only by the prompt action 
of the benevolent. "Hundreds of families 
would have starved," says a genflenwri writ- 
ing to a member of this committee, "ha 1 it 
not been for the timely aid you scM ns." 
There is every indication that a famine is im- 
pending, which, unless averted, will bo moTr 
extensive than that which occurred in Ireland 
in the years 1816 and 1847, when over 60.000 
human beings aro estimated to havo perished 
from starvation or from diseases brought on 
by want and destitution; 21,770 from actual 
starvation. The famine during that period 
wa» owing mainly to the failure of the potato, 
the chief reliance of the poor; but, as all oth- 
er crops wore luxuriant, there were many dis- 
tricts where the famine was unfelt; but at th" 
present period, every crop has failed, and 
there is no part of th« country which can be 
said to be exempt from tho causes which have 
been general in their effect. 

Nor is the distress limited (o the agricultu- 
ral classes. There is tbe greatest privation in 
tbe manufacturing districts, growing out of 
the civil war in this country. The cotton 
spinners in the North, a most industrious and 
numerous class, are suffering exactly in the 
same degree and from the same causes as the 
Lancashire operatives in England. In one 
manufacturing district alone over nine thou- 
sand persons have been for a long period 
wholly without employment, and are now 
suffering a degree of wre'.cnedues3 tbe details 
of which are harrowing. It is this double 
affliction which make3 the calamity so wide- 
spread and universal; and it is earnestly 
hoped that the appeal of the undersigned, for 
a people in no way responsible for the sad 
visitation of unfruitful fields for three suc- 
sessive years, or for tbe fact that large bodies of 
operativeshave been unexpectedly deprived of 
the means of sustenance, will receive the con- 
sideration to which it is entitled. Thaepecta- 
le of a hard working, provident, and moral 
people brought to the vergo of famine, through 
causes which they could not control, which 
might have befallen any people under similar 
ircumstances, presents one of tho most touch- 
ing of human appeals. It is earnestly hoped 
that our people will not wait until their chari- 
ty is invoked, as it was in 1817, by the sicken- 
ing details of human beines living; of famine 
by the roadside— of wretched womeL' and per- 
iebisg little children calling iu vain for food, 
but in the large heart that belongs to our peo- 
ple our benevolence -will be as timely as it is 
spontaneous.

An accident, shocking in it3 nature and fa- 
tal in its consequences, occurred at Bowling 
Green on IheOlb inst, resulting inthodcath of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Pratt, of the 23d Michi- 
gan regiment, stationed at that place. 

This otfirer, who was an excellent horse- 
man, was riding an unruly horse in tho fore- 
noon of Monday hut, when the animal be- 
came quite restive and reared upon his hind 
legs. Colonel Pratt, however, maintained his 
seat until tbe saddle girth suddenly broke and 
horse and rider fell heavily to the ground. 
The severe concussion burst a large artery in 
the chest, and tho consi-<|uent great flow of 
blood through mouth and nose ended bis life 
in a few moments. 

Dr. Fitzgerald, the talented and attentive 
medical purveyor at the post, promptly carried 
tho unt jrtuuete man intu bis ofiice, and, with 
the assistance of Dr. S. Wolff, of thp;U. S. A., 
prepared the body for transmission to his rela- 
tives at the North. 

Col. Pratt's lo^s is much regretted by his 
regiment and his numerous civil aud military 
friends in Bowling Green. His remains were 
ucconipanied to the depot by an escort of his 
own regiment and a proce*tiou of the troops 
at tbo post.

The General Commanding announces with 
feelings of deepest regret the sudden decease 
of Lieut. Col. Gilbert E. Pratt, 23u regiment 
Michigan volunteer infantry. 

Lieut. Col. Pratt was among the first who 
responded to tho call of his country for de- 
fenders at the outbreak of tbe existing rebel- 
lion, and as captain iu tbe 8th regiment Mich- 
igan volunteer infantry, he participated in the 
battles of Cootaw river and James Island, 
where, having been twice wounded, ho was 
captured by tho enemy and borne from the 
field a prisoner. Ho was highly complimented 
in orders published by his commanding Gen- 
eral for his bravery and gallantry in battle. 
He remained a prisoner for lour or tivo mouths, 
when he was exchanged, and re-entered the 
service in the position he occupied nt the time 
of his decease. 

Lieut. Col. Pratt was an officer of rare mer- 
it, and a gentleman whose social qualities and 
many virtues b id endeared him to all. In his 
sudden and unfortunate death bis country aud 
bis comrades have sustained such a loss as 
tbey are seldom called upon to deplore.

biSGfLaU Enc-icxtek Between a Clerqy- 
mak and a Criminal. — The world of fiction 
liardly contains a more thrillinj chapter than 
an incident which marked the lile ol the Rev. 
Mr Lee, who was recently cut down iu his 
.•rime while pastor of the Presbyterian church 
in the neighboriuf? village of WaterforU. The 
adventure occurred on the night before 
Ibankfgiving, a few weeks previous to the 
commencement of the sudden illnesss which 
resulted sadly and f.itally.

He be- 
held the grim face of a burglar who was 
pointing a pistol at his breast. "Give mo your 
watch and money," said he, "and make no 
noise, or I will fire." Mr. Lee said: "You 
may aa well put down your weapon, for I 
shall make no resistance, and you are at 
liberty to take all the valuables I possess." 
The burglar withdrew his menacing pistol, 
and Mr. Lee said: "I will conduct you to the 
p'ace where my most precious treasures are 
placed." He opened a door and pointed to 
the cot where his two children lay slumbering. 
"These," said he, "are my choicest jewels. 
Will you take them?'' He proceeded to say 
that as a minister of the gospel be had 
few earthly possessions, an 1 that all 
his means were devoted to but one 
object — the education of the two children 
that were reposing in the adjoining room. 
Tbe burglar was deeply and visibly affected 
by these remarks. Tears filled bis eyes, and 
he expressed the utmost 6orrow for the act 
which he had been about to commit. After a 
lew remarks from Mr. Lee, the would-be crim- 
inal consented to kneel and join with him in 
prayer; and there, in that lonelv house, amid 
the silence of midnight, the offender poured 
forth his penitent remorse, while the represen- 
tative of a religion of peace and good will 
told him to ' go and cin no more."

AN ORDINANCE 
To procure the improvement of a portion of 
Laurel street.

Certain 
it is that our neighbor in his futile endeavor 
to convict us of inconsistency has but uncov- 
ered his own shame. 
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t£B*Out neighbor of the Democrat, quoting 
a portion of what we said upwards of two years 
ago in opposition to the policy toward which 
we clearly saw the Administration was then 
drifting, winds up as follows: 

All thi3 ought to be done, if that policy, 
which the Journal said would make a restora- 
tion of the Union impossible, was carried out. 
After such loud threats, such calm advice, 
what is the conclusion? When the evil has 
come, when the negroes are armed, what does 
the Journal propose to do? There is no more 
counselling the generals to surrender their 
swords to the rebels; no more urging opposi- 
tion by the people; but we must continue to 
supply men and money without condition, 
until the President chooses to change his 
policy. 

This is talking at random. We have evi- 
dently thrown our neighbor into a flurry and 
he thinks and writes in the midst of it. We 
of course pardon him; but he must allow us 
at the same time to correct him. 

Now, in the first place, the "policy which 
the Journal said would make a restoration of 
the Union impossible,' 1 if "carried out," and 
of which the Journal has ever Bine* repeated 
the same thing, and repeats it now, has no! 
been "carried out" ; and it cannot be "carried 
out" before the rebellion is put down. Until 
then at least the policy must prove an idle 
one. It is confessedly powerless within tu- 
rtle! lines, and within tho Federal lines 
whatever injury slavery actually sustains is 
for the most part the effect not of any 
formal policy but of the simple presence 
and operations of the army as an army. The 
policy as such is scarcely more powerless 
within the rebel lines than it is within our 
own. The army manifestly cannot step aside 
to enforce the policy in the presence of the 
unbroken military power of the rebellion. 
The attempt would be a practical absurdity 
The suppression of the rebellion is thus t 
necessary condition of the possibility of en- 
forcing the policy. Every man ol sense per 
ceivesthis. And every man of candor admits 
it. Our neighbor himself constantly asserted it 
until he forty or fifty days ago abandoned the 
Union party and joined the secession party 
Undoubtedly the position is not an article in 
the secession creed. We consequently are not 
surprised that our neighbor at present denies 
instead of asserting it. 

But, in the second place, we now propose to 
do, in opposition to this infamous policy, just 
what we have always proposed to do. We need 
not say that we never counselled "the generals 
to surrender their swords to the rebels." We 
never counselled them to surrender their sword; 
to anybody in the presence of the rebellion. Our 
neighbor's insinuation is a silly perversion. In 
an exhaustive survey of our resources of oppo- 
sition to this policy, we simply reckoned as 
the ultimate resource a resolution on the pan 
of the principal chiefs of the army to throw 
up their commissions rather than to enforce 
tho policy. And we now adhere to this reck- 
oning. If the rebellion should be put down 
during the present Administration, of which 
there is unhappily but too li'tle prospect, 
and, contrary to the voice of the people, 
whose voice we believe indeed could not then 
be disregarded, the army should be directed to 
enforce the abolition policy, we certainly 
reckon upon the army itself, in this extreme 
and most improbable event, to balk the policy, 
by quietly declining to enforce it. In other 
words, we do not believe, that, when the re- 
bellion is put down, the army can be used to 
enforce this policy, though the present Ad- 
ministration should be still in existence and 
should be mad enough and criminal enough to 
attempt so to use the military power of the 
country. This is all. The resource is in truth 
not only ultimate but so very remote as to be 
speculative rather than practical; and as Buch 
we treat it. As for "urging opposition by the 
people", our neighbor surely knows, if he 
is cool enough to be conscious of any- 
thing, that we now urge 6uch opposition 
in all legitimate modes as Etrenuously as we 
ever did. We most assuredly abate no jot of 
urgency in this vital particular. We look 
upon it as the great and all-Buflicient resource 
of opposition to the abolition policy. We re- 
gard it now as we regarded it in the beginning 
Our faith in it is all but implicit. Nothing, in 
our opinion, can prevent its thorough and 
glorious success. Nor will it find expression, 
as our neighbor insinuates, in supplying "men 
and money without condition until the Presi- 
dent chooses to change his policy," but, on the 
contrary, in supplying men and money for the 
suppression of the rebellion with every just 
and feasible condition, and, as early as possi- 
ble, in changing both the President and hie 
policy, whether he chooses or not. Certainly 
it will never in any event find expression in 
voluntarily surrendering to the rebellion. Our 
neighbor and the secessionists will unquestion- 
ably continue to enjoy a monopoly of this 
mode of opposing the abolition policy. 

And here, before dismissing the reminis- 
cence the Editor of the Democrat has called 
up, we cannot forbear to remind him, of what 
he indeed should now blush to remember, that, 
when as he says we lifted a loud voice of 
warning against the abolition policy in its 
inception, and earnestly invoked the conserv- 
ative people of the nation to come to the res- 
cue of the President so clearly faltering in his 
duty and paltering with the public, our 
neighbor, unable to see the drift of 
things or unwilling to oppose it, cried out in 
Siren tones against u3 that all was well, that 
there was no danger, that the President's posi- 
tion was everything it ought to be, that we in 
condemning the position were captious and 
factious, that we were giving aid and comfort 
to the secessionists, and, in short, that we 
ourselves were little better than secessionists. 
He gave us no aid in rousing the people to a 
timely sense of the impending danger. On 
the contrary, he opposed us with his whole 
might, striving to lull the people into a sense of 
security. At the very turningpoint in tho course 
of the President our neighbor threw his entire 
weight into the abolition scale. Then, when 
a bold and matly remonstrance would have 
proved salutary, he was silent, or sycophant- 
ish; now, when all is done, when the people 
are bewildered with excitement, and when 
linn but temperate counsels are needod, he is 
industriously swelling the popular excitement, 
sowing discord in the loyal ranks of the Com- 
monwealth, and disseminating the base and 



(Ha*rThe report of tho Congressional Com- 
mittee on the Conduct of the War is a docu- 
ment which we fear will be productive of 
much evil and can do no good to the national 
cause. The investigation has been limited to 
the Army of the Patomac and the campaigns 
of General McClellan. We agree with the 
New York Journal of Commerce, which says 
it is of little importance what the Committee 
think and say about Gen. McClelian, since 
they arc by no means judges of military mat- 
ters But the exposure of the general conduct 
of the war, which they did not intend to 
make, but which is made by their report, has 
its value. We are impressed with the great 
truth, which shines out of their whole story, 
that the relations between the President and 
General McClellan were of the most kind and 
cordial character, aud that Mr. Lincoln seems 
to have been earnestly desirous of supporting 
McClellan in hi3 military operations, but that 
the interference of just such men as this Com- 
mittee prevented the honest, cat nest desires of 
the President, and destroyed the hope of the 
country in the armie3 under McClelian. The 
kindly and most sincere tone of the Piccidem 
(except when his words pass through the hands 
of other persons) is alwat-s visible, aud the pa- 
triotic aud noble utlefauce3 of Genera! Mc- 
Clellan always respond fully and unmistaka- 
bly. The political partisans who came be- 
tween the President and McClellan have been 
the curse of the country. They have ruined 
a magnificent army and prolonged the war in- 
definitely. 

We shall place such parts of Ibis report be 
fore our readers, as have historic interest as 
soon as, the testimony is published, but ve 
place little value upon the digest of that testi 
timony which takes the shape of the exparte 
views of the members of the committee. 
There seems to have been no intention to in 
vestigate the military operations in other parts 
of the country, but the protracteu examination 
of fifteon or sixteen months was devoted al- 
most exclusively to the services of McClellan 
from the time he was appointed to succeed 
Geu. Scoti down to his relief from the com 
mand of the Army of the Potomac in Novem 
ber hist. The committee say they have exam 
incd "nearly two hundred witnesses, almost 
entirely men in the military service of the 
Government, including about one hundred 
Generals." If this testimony bad been 
submittal to the world without any 
strictures, which are in their very nature an 
elaborate indictment of Gen. McClellan 
would have h-tn moro just to thut officer, but 
while the Committee's report is most damag- 
ing to him, they state that they "do not un 
deruke to form and express opinions of their 
own but content themselves with setting forth 
those expressed in clear testimony by military 
men whose education and experience entitle 
them to speak confidently on those subjects 
pertaining to their profession." And yet 
before this "clear testimony" is published 
they give their own opinions which must 
prejudice the public mind. The people of the 
West will reai with great interest the follow 
ing tribute to Ger. Burnside, which is be 
stowed by the New York Tribune: 

Gen. Burnside appears in this report in a 
new light. That he was a brave, earnest, de 
votedly loyal soldier, who bad everywhere 



done his utmost for the cause in which he 
drew bis sword, the whole country gratefully 
knew. We believe that henceforth his mili- 
tary capacity, also, will be thoroughly res- 
pected, and at all events he wili receive, as be 
deserves, the regretful sympathy of the public 
in the singular and apparently wholly untie 
served misfortunes of his career. He gener 
ously took on himself the sole responsibility 
for the disaster at Fredericksburg. It will 
henceforth rest ma'.riy on the shoulders of 
Major-Gcneral Franklin. The testimony is 
explicit that it was his disobedience of orders 
which defeated a plan equally admirable for 
the courage and the strategic merits of its con 
ception. If he bad attacked with his avail 
able force on the left, where the main attack 
was meant by Burnside to be made, the day 
would have been won. The gallant effort of 
General Meade was left wholly unsupported 
except by General Gibbon, who was soon 
wounded, while Gen. Birney, whose division 
of 7,000 men was immediately in rear of 
Meade, contented himself with checking the 
enemy's pursuit wbeie Meade had been re- 
pulsed, instead of promptly advancing to hi 
support. It seems to have been Seven Pine 
over again on his part. 

The hiBtory of Gen. Burnside s efforts after 
Fredericksburg is dramatic in its interest, bu 
is even more painful than interesting. Un 
daunted by his defeat the heroic General con 
ceived a new plan, embracing a magnificent 
cavalry raid which would have electrified the 
country by its success, and to the success ot 
which nothing was wanting but opportunity 
But here occurs the insubordinate interference 
of which whispers have before now bee 
heard. Gen. John Cochrane and Gen. New 
ton, with the knowledge of Gen. Franklin 
and Gen. W. F. Smith, went to Washington 
with the admitted purpose to endeavor to im 
pair the confidence of the President in th 
commanding General. The President listened 
to them, and was so far influenced by their as 
serlions — though from the evidence of these 
Generals it is difficult to make out how much 
they are willing to coufess to having said — 
that he telegraphed Burnside to make no 
movement without consultation with him. 

The cavalry expedition was at that lime 
under way, but was promptly halted, and 
Gen. Burnside went to Washington. The 
President told him what he had heard. The 
General demanded the names of his accusers. 
They were refused him. He then declared 
that no person knew what his plan wss; ex 
plained it to the President, and besought per 
mission to proceed. The President hesitated 
so did Gen. Ualleck, and Gen. Burnside re 
turned to his camp. 

Meantime these planp. whir-h had been com 
municated only to the President, to Gen. Hal 
leek, to the S-cretary cf War, and to some ot 
Gen. BurnS'de's staff who had left the camp, 
became known to the rebels in Washington 
and the plan was therefore necessarily aban 
doned 

General Burnside then devisrd still anothe 
plan and undertook to execute it on his own 
responsibility, but the storm which followed 
prevented. Deeming it his uuty to enforce 
military subordination in his own army, by a 
general order he dismissed some officers from 
the pervice, subject to the approval of the 
President, relieved others from duty, and sen 
tenced several deserters to death. The oruV 
was laid before the President, who acknowl 
edged that Gen. Burnside wat right, but de 
clined to approve the order. Gen. Burnside 
thereupon for the second time tendered ni 
leugnation, but the President declined it, and 
shortly after informed bim that he bad con 
eluded to relieve him from duty and appoin 
Gen. Hooker to the command of the Army of 
the Potomac. AgainH Gen. Burnside's re 
mon3tra.ice, 'he order dispossessing him of his 
command affirmed that it was done at his re- 
quest, but the President insisted that the good 
of the service required it, and Gen. Burnside 
yielded the point. 

No one can read the report of this committee 
without being struck with its malignity an 
the disgraceful innuendo that persons high i 
office betrayed the military purposes of our 
GeneralB to the rebels. The partisan inten 
tion of the committee is undisguised 
We think the character of General 
McClellan will shine more purely from the 
revelations of thia report. They simply 
charge bim with over caution and with be 
ing too careful of the lives of his troops 
there is no hint again3this integrity, his zeal 
or his loyalty. The whole report will be 
fruitful source of mischief, creating difficul 
tie3 between officers and producing divisions 
in the army. 

8Sr*Our noighbor of the Democrat, with 
simplicity altogether unique, quotes from the 
old tiles of the Journal to show that we are no 
Democrats!

Commonwealth between the Government of 
the Union and the seceding States. And we 
deem the present indications entirely trust- 
worthy. 

The tiuth is, Kentucky, in the current as- 
pect of affairs, can pursue no other course 
with due or even decent regard to her own 
paramount interests and her own honor. She 
can take neither side in thi3 fratricidal strife 
without slabbing both herself and the fainting 
country in a vital part — without overwbelm- 
ng her name with the double guilt of suicide 
and of liberlicide. 

In an exceedingly violent and melancholy 
spasm, our neighbor adds this comment: 

The Journal may be thought to have fully 
committed itself upon this point. If it would 
not resist it would not aid the Government. 
We then could not go with it entirely, but be- 
lieved a discussion would involve a division 
in the l>.iou party in the State.

The 
truth is, we, in the extract our neighbor has 
quoted, were simply maintaining the position 
which the Union parly of Kentucky had 
formally assumed three days before with his 
active approval, and which bo was then ad- 
vocating with as much iesil and thoroughness 
its he ever advocated anything.

'We stated a few days ago that a party 
of rebel guerillas made their appearaecc in the 
vicinity of Hawsville, Hancock county, Ky., 
on Saturday night last and murdered a loyal 
resident of the county. We have since learned 
that the name of the murdered man was Thos. 
Hale, who was suspected by the rebels of) 
having given the information which caused 
their arrest, and of having Government 
arms concealed in his house for the uss 
of Union men, and attacked him. He 
resisted. They killed him; and from the 
blood found up»n the ground the next morn- 
ing, it is suspected that be hurt some of them 
severely. The same party then went to the 
house of a Mr. Bruner, in the same neghbor- 
hood, and attacked it. A young man named 
Cowley, was mistaken in the dark for Bruner, 
and wounded severely, though not danger- 
ously. They took several horses, and what 
other property they could carry away, and 
escaped. 



"Seabiook's Island is just above the 
mouth of the North Edisto river, to the south 
of Charleston harbor. The advance of the Fed- 
erul troops from that point indicates a flank 
movement of the military in support ot direct 
operations by the fleet. A correspondent ot 
the Baltimore American indicates that an at- 
tempt would be made to enter Stono Inlet, 
and proceed by that route, if not to Charles- 
ton, so near it as to render the occupation of 
James Island by the rebels impossible with the 
batteries they have in position. They have 
few or no heavy guns, having placed them 
positions where they will be of no use.

ASSASSINATIONS AND OUTRAGES BV REBELS 

Owensbobo, Kv., April i, I860' 
One of the most revolting assassinations, 
connection with other most damnable outra- 
ges, has just bien committed in the adjoining 
counties, Ohio and Hancock. Twenty-five or 
thirty ou'.law3, some of whom are deserters 
from the rebel army, the rest cititen rebels, 
who have been for some time past secre- 
ted in this vicinity, occasionally prowling 
about committing most high-handed out- 
rages against the Union community, urged 
on by the rebel sympathizer* of this part 
of the country, and emboldened in thei 
nefarious schemes, on last Saturday made 
their appearance in Ohio county, in open day 
liqht, and captured and parolcd a Home Guard 
Captain, taking his overcoat and horse, and 
then left to servo others in the same way 
Towards evening they crossed into Hancock 
county, and, after swearing and otherwise 
abusing and misusing Union men, robbing 
them ot their arms and making various threats, 
they came to the house of Wm. L. Bruner, a 
worthy and good Union man, an honest farmer 
and a peaceable citizen, about 10 o'clock at 
night, and called him out. Mr. Bruner not 
being at home, a* luck would have it, a 
young man by the name of Amos Corly, 
who was working for Mr. Bruner, came to 
the door, whereupon, as he opened the 
door, they shot him, the ball Liking ef- 
fect in his left breast, ranging around his ribs, 
seriously, though it is hoped not mortally, 
wounding him. After finding they bad not 
shot Mr. Bruner, four of the blood-thirsty as- 
sassins entered the house aad searched it dili- 
gently for Mr. Bruner. Not finding him, they 
told the young man thus wounded, who lay 
bleeding upon the floor, that unless he would 
conduct them to tho stable and show them 
where to find the horses, bridles, and saddles, 
they would send another leaden messenger 
through his already bleeding breast; and thus 
forced, weak and "faint, he did their bidding. 
Then, as il their thirst for blood was not sa- 
tiated, they proceeded to the house of Thomas 
Hale, another prominent Union mao, surround- 
ing it. Mrs. Hale had not yet gone to bed, 
ami bearing them walking around the house, 
the awoke her husband, who repaired to a 
window and called to know what was wanted, 
and receiving no reply, went to the door, 
opened it, and the first thing that met his sight 
was a gun presented at his breast. Clos- 
ing the door, he went to an adjoining 
room and aroused his son, and together they 
returned to the door with their guns, and the 
instant Mr. Hale opened tho door a Minie 
ball pierced his brain, entering at the temple 
and passing diagonally through his bead, kill- 
ing him almost instantly, while another passed 
through his thigh, breaking it. He never 
spoke after he was shot. His son fired as 
his father fell, and stepped back to reload his 
gun, when the assassins called to him to come 
out and give himself up, or they would bum 
the house over his head, which he did. They 
swore him, took his gun, and forced him to 
go and take his father's gun from his dying 
grasp. They then left and have not been 
heard from since. Mr. Hale was at his death 
about fifty years of age, one of the best men 
in the State, a zealous Christian, and for the 
last two j'ears an invalid, using crutches, from 
the effects of rheumatism. Joe and Thomas 
Harrison, of Hancock, and Lindsay Roads, of 
Daviess, and others were recognized among 
the murderers. They have been harbored by 
the Southern sympathizers in these counties 
for the last three months. The Union men 
have the most positive proof that the assassin- 
ations, were headed by citizens who are trying 
to wreak their vengeance on the Union com- 
munity. Great God I are the Union men of 
Hancock to be assassinated by these outlaws ? 
murdered one by one by the murderous 
thieves, who are led by the citizen rebels, and 
who have been secreted and fed by them for 
twelve months? Are they to have no protec- 
tion from the Government for their devotion 
to it ? A more perfect reign of terror does not 
exist in tho State than does in Hancock coun- 
ty. The rebel flag, that cursed rag which 
they vainly try to substitute for the Stars and 
Stripes uuder which so many of our proud 
Republic's brave sons have fallen, has been 
raised in Pelleville, a small town near where 
the atrocious outrages were committed. 

Hancock has had a rebel representative for 
the last two years, and tho leading rebels of 
that county are men of wealth; aud a more 
vindictive, tyrannical set of men is not to be 
found. They will countenance and uphold 
anything that tend3 to the extermination of 
the Union party in that county. 

Other prominent citizens have been threat- 
ened by the homo rebels of that county, and 
if a force is not sent immediately to that coun- 
ty, and stationed there, you may look for a 
repetition of the horrible tragedy. Cannot 
something be done? We hope so. We would 
like to see the old flag waving ''o'er the land 
of the free and the home of the brave."

— The 
following correspondence in relation to lot- 
tery offices, and their liability for license under 
the amended tax law, has recently taken place 
between the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue and the Assessor of this District:

Sir: At the request of the Lottery office 
keepers of this city I send the following 
statement and question in relation to their 
business'. 

They request me to ask you if clause 37, 
sectiou 61, of the amended law is to be so 
construed that all who sell or offer to sell 
lottery tickets or fractional parts thereof must 
take license and pay $1,000 per annum there- 
for, irrespective of tho amount of business 
they do, or whether it is not intended that the 
"1,000 for license shall apply only to the 
principal offices.

Sir: Your letter of the 31st ultimo has been 
received. In answer I have to say that the 
language of article 37, section 64, of the 
amendatory act of March 3d, is very explicit. 
"Fviry person, association, firm, or corpora- 
tion, who makej, sells, or offers for sale.'' 
This language cannot be construed so as to 
limit the liability to take license to the prin- 
cipal officers who manage lotteries or superin- 
tend their drawing, but all persons are liable 
who in any way deal with them as above.

Attempted Suicide.— The Cincinnati pa- 
pers state that the Iiev. J. A. Danforth, a Pres- 
byterian minister, attempted to commit sui- 
cide at Covington, on Wednesday, by cutting 
his throat. He succeeded in inflicting a se- 
vere wound ou the side of bis neck with a 
small penknife, but failed in his purpose to 
cut the main artery. Finding that his blood 
did not flow fast enough to produce a speedy 
death, he stabbed himself in the left eide, in 
the region of the heart, and cut bis wrists, 
with a view of severing the veins of his arms. 
The vitul spark still refusing to depart, he 
then Mt his room and went down stairs in 
search of a larger knife, with which be 
hoped to more effectually perform his des- 
perate undertaking. Mr. Lendrum s family 
discovered bim and gave the alarm, when the 
neighbors rushed in and prevented tho unfor- 
tunate man from making any further attempts 
upon his life. Mr. Danforth has spent three 
years in China us a missionary. He lost his 
wife, aud three children in that country, and 
since his return, he has been laboring under 
great depression of spirits, caused by contin 
tied ill health and the bereavement just men- 
tioned, which, it is supposed, led bim to 
attempt the rash act of putting an end to his 
existence. Fortunately, none of the wounds 
he inflicted upon himself are likely to prove 
fatal. Mr. Danforth has been preaching in the 
Second Presbyterian Church of Covington for 
two or three months past.

New York, April 9. 
The purser of the steamer Fahkee states that 
the attack ou Charleston was to have com- 
menced on Tuesday. 

Passengers from Beaufort, IT. C, state that 
on the 5th inst. the rebel pickets on the Trent 
road extended to a point nine miles from New- 
bern. Affairs at Little Washington looked 
threatening. On Sunday evening the rebel 
Gen. Hill was opposing Gen. Foster's little 
force, and on Monday evening it was rumored 
at Newbern that Gen. Foster had surrendered. 
This was not i redited, as it was believed that 
teinforcemenls from Suffolk had reacbrd Little 
Washington. Foster's division was strongly 
cntreuched by rifle pits and ditches. Cannon- 
ading was heard at Newbern all day Snnday 
and still on Monday. 

The steam gunboats Choeura and State of 
Georgia wero coaling at Morehead City to run 
the blockade of Pamlico river, where there 
was but one gunboat. 

A Baton Uouge letter dated March 30th .«ays 
that the rebels have 80,000 men at Port Jlud- 
- son.

i days' cooked rations. There had been no 
movement yet. This is to bo the grand move- 
ment on Port Hudson. 

Muiifbeesboro, April 9. 
After leaving Taylorsville on the 3d two 
; men of Colonel Wilder's command were cap 
: tared by the enemy aud both inhumanly shot, 
j Their name3 were John Vance and Benjamin 
■ Montgomery, of (V- 72d Indiana. Montgom- 
ery was killed, but Vance, though 3hot through 
j the head three limes and liorribly maltreated, 
has reached camp aud made a written statc- 
I ment of his sufferings. A Captain French 
j ami a map. mimed Cartwrijiht did the shoot- 
ing. They took two rings from the fingers 
Montgomery, saying that they would 6end 
them to his sweethearts. 

Colonel Wilder destroyed part of tho village 
known as Saulsbury, including the dwelling 
of a notorious cuerilla. 

Tho late successes have much encouraged 
our cavalry. 

Cairo, April 9. 
The latest news from below is that General 
Steele's division has landed at Greenville, 
Miss. The object, no doubt, is to co-operate 
with tbe fleet in the reduction of Fort Pem- 
berton. 

A Charleston telegam of the 28th to the 
Mobile Tribune say.s it is officially reported that 
1,300 of the enemy landed at Cole's Island last 
night. The supposed ol jtct of the enemy is a 
reconnoissance to determine the best place for 
operations by land and sea against Charleston. 
The defences" of that city are said to be rcallv 
in excellent condition. 

Clarksville, April 9. 

The expedition sent out by Colonel Bruce, 
under Colonel Boone, returned this evening. 
Woodward was surpised, our stores recjiptureu, 
and several prisoners taken. 

Severe skirmishing took place this morning. 
Colonel Boone pursued the retreating rebels 
filteed miles. 

Tbe Federal fleet, with three gunboats, are 
here to-night. 

Pout Royal (by Mail), March 28. 

The Keokuk arrived yesterday in good con- 
dition. 

Four monitors «rein North E Jisto Inlet with 
three mortar schooners, distant about sixteen 
milo by land from Charleston. The troop3 
lauded ut Stono Inlet, and are said to have ac- 
companied a gunboat cxpediliou. 

Firing has been heard there, but there 13 
nothing defiuite from that quarter. When 
the balance of the monitors will move to North 
EJisto is not known. 

The rebel pickets are visible all along the 
shores of North Edisto, and in the night sig- 
nals by colored lights are telegraphed aloug 
the coiist and from thence to Charleston. 

The rebels at Savannah threaten to bring 
down their rams and attack and take Port 
Royal, sinking tho Wabash and Vermont, and 
capturing all the troops left here by General 
Hunter. Singular as it may seem, the store 
keepers at Hilton Head ia cou3equence of this 
threat are selling their dry goods and other 
stores lower than the same articles can be 
bought in New York. 

It is raid that an order has been sent by 
Gen. Hunter to withdraw our troops from 
Brunswick and Feruandina. 

A tremendous explosion took place in the 
harbor of Churlestou a few days since, causing 
a jarring sensatiou to the whole blockading 
squadron six miles off. It is supposed to have 
been a premature explosion ot a submarine 
torpedo. 

New York, April 9. 
The Suffolk correspondent ot the Baltimore 
American states that there was a woman's 
bread riot in Petersburg a few days since. . 

Deserters state that Longstrect is on Black- 
water river with three rebel divisions. 

A special to the Post says Slidell has writ- 
ten to the rebel leaders that England "and 
France will adopt no interveption measures, 
or recognize the rebels, and ndvise3 them to 
make tlie best terms possible to return to 
the Union. 

A.. Peterson, who passed Charleston harbor 
last Sunday at noon, states that nearly all the 
ron-clads were then off that place. The 
ronsides were prepared for action, nothing 
being visible but iron. The rest of the fleet 
were reacy for the assault. On Saturday a 
few shells were fired at FortSutnpter to try the 
ran£e, but no action has been commenced. 

Philadelphia, April 9. 
Phillip Huger and three others, who, it is 
charged, are Knights of the Golden Circle, 
have been arrested at Reading and brought 
to this city. They are now in prison here. 
Considerable excitement exists in Reading in 
regard to the affair. The mob threatened to 
attack the jail and release the prisoners, not 
knowing that they had been sent oil' to Phila- 
delphia. 

Wasuixoton, April 9. 
Sixty or seventy rebel prisoners have ar- 
rived here from Oen. Stahl's division. They 
were captured by Gen. Copeland's cavalry 
force, who recently made a reconnoissance to 
Aldie, Middleburg, and Ropersvilie, in Lou- 
don county, Va , but found no enemy in force. 
Small parties of rebels were, however, discov- 
ered, and either taken prisoners or dispersed. 
Only seventeen of them acknowledge that they 
had any couuection with Mosby's gang. The 
remainder are bu3hwhj^kers and citiz"ns. 
Over one hundred horses, including some tak- 
en from Gen. Stoughton and staff, were re- 
covered. 

Washington, April 8. 
A despatch received in this city to-day, 
from the Army ol" the Potomac, states that un- 
usual efforts were made yesterday, last night, 
and this morning, to obtain the usual files of 
rebel papers, but that it was found impossible. 
This is an indication of rebel reverses at 
Charleston, and is so interpreted by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Attempts were made last night by our pick- 
ets to induce the rebel pickets to converse ou 
the subject of the demonstration before Charles- 
ton, but they declined. 

The Republican to-uightsays that rebel sym- 
pathizers in this city have been hinting mys- 
teriously lor a few days past, in their peculiar 
manned giving out such information as leads 
to the belief that another raid will 6oon be 
made into Maryland, in order to gobble up 
supplies for the rebel troops. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
made the following regulations on oil manu- 
factured without distillation: 

Paraffine and benzole will be subject to a 
duty of 3 per centum ad valorem; coal, illu- 
minatiug oil, manufactured by distillation or 
redistillation of benzole, paraffiue, cr other 
bituminous substances, is subject to a duty of 
ten cents per gallon. 

This last decision is regarded as of great 
importance. 

1> incty-one Representatives and Senators 
have made applications for authority to Gen- 
eral Bingham to organize in Arkansas, or some 
other rebellious district, a loyal force of 20,- 
000 men. The application is also supported 
by several Mujor-Oenerals, and citizens of Ar- 
kansas represent that such a torcc can be read- 
ily organized. 

About forty Union officers, captured at 
Hartsville in December last, arrived at An- 
napolis yesterday from Richmond. They have 
all been exchanged, nnd will report to their 
regiments immediately. Two hundred and 
eighty-six paroled prisoners of war and forty- 
three paroled civilians, citizens of Virginia, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee, have arrived from 
Richmond. The prisoners state that the reb- 
els still hold in confinement at Saulsbury 
about forty citizens of North Carolina and 
Tennessee, whom they are loth to liberate, as 
they believe thctn to he the strongest Union 
men they have in the South, but it i3 believed 
here that these will also be released in a very 
short time, as arrangements were made with 
the rebels some time ago for exchange of all 
civilians held as prisoners. 

Twelve hundred prisoners of war were yes- 
terday sent from Annapolis to Camp Chase. 
Four hundred more are expected to leave for 
the same place in a day or two.

The Richmond Whig, in reference to the 
situation of Charleston, says all thoughts are 
now centred upon Charleston. Official intel- 
ligence was made public early yesterday 
morning that the enemy's iron-clad fleet had 
atlempted to cross the bars, but fails. 

Liter in the day it was announced that the 
gunboats and transport had succeeded in cross- 
ing ami were at anchor. Our iron clads lay 
quietly awaiting the attack. Further intelli- 
gence is looked for with eager anxiety. 

The Yankees havo made no secret of their 
vast preparations upon Charleston, and we 
may well anticipate a desperate conflict. 

The Richmond Whig of the 8lh has the 
following despatch: 

Jackson, April 0 — New Orleans reports of 
the 1st states that Banks crossed with 10.000 
men at Donaldsonville, and has gone down 
the Bavou Plaqnemine to reinforce Weitzell 
and attack the Bayou Teche country. 

Fortress Monroe. April 8. 
The Richmond Whig, of the 30th ult.. says 
that, when our army retr ated from York- 
town, great complaint was made by persons 
living on or near its line of march of the dep- 
redations committed by the soldiers, and gen- 
tlemen have been heard to say that our own 
were worse than the troops of McClellan after 
Fredericksburg was vacated by the Yankees. 
The Southern soldiers sent to protect the town 
stripped the battered walls of the houses of 
what little remained in them, and reduced the 
already imfoverished inhabitants to absolute 
beggary. The very liberal subscriptions made 
to the Fredericksburg sufferers had not ex- 
ceeded their necessary w ints, and there will 
soon be need for additional subscriptions to 
keep the famishing women and children from 
positive starvation. These are facta which can 
be substantiated. 

The Richmond Enquirer of April 6 has the 
following: 

Headquarters Berwick's Bay, via Natchez, 
A/Till. — Oen. S Cooper: I have the honor 
•o report the capture of the Federal gunboat 
Diana at this point to-day. She mounts five 
heivy guns. The hoat is notseriouslv injured, 
and will be immediately put n service. The 
enemy's loss in killed, wounded, and missing 
ia 150.

Yankees belonging to the 1st Ohio cavalry, 
Captured at Drainesville on Wednesday last, 
Arrived in that city. They were privates, the 
officers having been killed iu the action. No 
mentiou is made in this paper of affairs at 
Charleston. 

The flag of truce boat Matamora arrived 
from City Point to-day with 175 prisoners of 
war. Col. Ludlow, the officer for the exchange 
of prisoners, informs us that we are getting our 
officers av. ay as fast as we can deliver the 
rebel officers at City Point. Our officers now 
prisoners are all in Richaoud, and will be 
released within the next week.

New York, April 9. 
Part second of the report of the Committee 
on the Conduct of the War is issued. It em- 
braces tbe battles of Bull Runand Ball's Bluff. 
In relation to the former the committee states 
that the great eiror of that campaign was the 
failure to occupy Centreville and Manassas 
when Aleraudrm was occupied in May The 
forces which opposed us were mostly connect- 
ed and brought to Manassas in June nnd 
July. The threo months' men could have 
made Manassas easily defensible against any 
force the enemy could have brought against it, 
and it is at all probable that the rebel forces 
would have been advanced from tbe line 
of the Rappahannock had Manassas been oc- 
cupied by our troops. The next cause of tbe 
disaster was the delay in proceeding against 
the enemy until the time of the three months 
men expired and when the movement wes 
finally determined upon. Much was needed 
to render the troope efficient. Little time had 
been devoted to disciplining them even as reg- 
iments, hardly any instruction had been given 
in reference to brigade movements, and none 
at all as divisions. The principal cause of our 
defeat was the. failure of Gen. Patterson to hold 
the forces of Johnston in tbe Shenandoah Val- 
ley. 

In relation to the battle of Ball's Bluff the 
committee, alter giving an account of tbe en- 
gagement, &c., says all the testimony goes to 
prove that the means of transportation were 
very inadequate. Geneial Stone, while in- 
clined to deem it sufficient, left much to the 
judgment of others, and this much can be said 
for him, that he received no instructions 
that a movement across the river would be 
expected from him, or would be justified till 
the day before it was actually made, and tbe 
Committee uddi the reasons he had for sup- 
posing other forces were within a short dis- 
tance to render him assistance, as set forth in 
a previous portion of this report. This relates 
to the movements of Gen. McCall to Draines- 
ville for the purpose of reconnoitreing the 
country. 

St. Louis, April 9. 
The Democrat's special from Youngs Point 
on tbe 3d says several transports, laden with 
troops nnd Gen. Steele's marine brigade and 
one iron-clad, started up the stream thismorE- 
iug. There is no prospect tor active operations 
belore Vicltsburg for some time. The new 
canal is being cut three miles above here and 
will be eight miles long, emptying into the 
Mississippi below Warrenten. The African 
brigade is hard at work, day and night. Far- 
ragut still holds the river between Vicksburg 
and Port Hudson. The Queen of the West is 
up Red river. Porter and Grant are recon- 
noitreing up the Yazoo with considerable 
force.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Passed at the Third Session of the Thirty- 
seventh Congress. 

[Public— No. 69.] 
As Act to protect the liens upon vessels in 
certain owes, and for other purposes. 

lit it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the United Stales of America 
in Congress Assembled, That in ail cases now 
or hereafter pending wherein any ship, vessel, 
or other property, shall be condemned in any 
proceeding by virtue of the acts above-men- 
tioned, orof any other laws on that subject, 
the court rendering judgment of condemnation 
shall, notwithstanding such condemnation, 
and before awarding such ship, vessel, oroitier 
property, or the proceeds thereof, to the t'nited 
States or to anv inf irmer, first provide for the 
payment, out of the proceeds of such ship, yea- 
pel, or other property, of auy bona tide cUinis 
which shall be filed by any loyal citizen of ib^ 
United Stales or of any foreign Slate or Power 
at peace and amity with the United States in- 
tervening in such proceeding, and which shall 
he duly established by evidence as a valid 
claim against such ship, vessel, or other prop- 
erty, under the laws of ihe Uuited Siaies or of 
any loyal State thereof: Provided, That no 
euch claim Bball be allowed in any case where 
the claimant shall have knowingly partici- 
pated in the illegal uso of Buch ship, vessel, or 
other property: And provided, also, That this 
act shall extend to such claims only as might 
have been enforced specifically against -uch 
ship, vessel, or other property in any loyal 
Suite wherein such claim arose. 

Sec. 1. And be it further enacted, That a 
final judgment or decree in any suit in the 
highest court of law or equity of a State in 
which a decision in the suit could be bad in 
any case specified in the twenty-fifth section 
i>t the act entitled "An act to establish the 
judicial courts of the United Suit**," approved 
September twenty-fourth, seventeen hundred 
and tighty-nine, may be re-eisinined and re- 
versed or affirmed in the Supreme Court ol the 
United Slates upon a writ of error, as in said 
act provided, irrespectiv e of the sum or value of 
the matter in dispute. 

Approved, March 3, 1863. 

[Pcbuo— No. 70.J 
As Act to reorganize the courts in the Dis- 

trictof Columbia, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That there shall bo 
established in the District of Columbia a coittt 
to be called the supreme court of the District 
of Columbia, which shall have general juris 
diction in law and equity. It shall consist of 
four justices, one of whom shall be denomina- 
ted as chief justice. These justices shall be 
appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, and shall 
hold their offices during g iod behavior. Each 
justice, before he enters upon the duties of his 
office, shall take the oath prescribed to bu 
uken by judges of the courts of the United 
States. Any three of said justices may bold 
■ general term, and any one of them may 
hold a 6peoial term, or circuit court, as here- 
inafter provided. A fpecial term may be held 
at thesmne lime with a circuit court and by 
the same justice. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, That 
the said court shall have power to appoint a 
clerk, who 6hall take the oath, and give bond, 
with sureties, in the manner prescribed by- 
law for clerks of district courts of the United 
States. 

Section 3. And be it further enacted. That 
the supreme court organized by this act shall 
possets the same powers and exercise the same 
jurisdiction as is now possessed and eiercised 
by the circuit court of the District of Colum- 
bia, and the justices of the court soto be or- 
ganized shall severally possess the p3wers and 
exercise the jurisdiction now possessed and ex- 
ercised by the judges of said circuit court. 
Any one of said justices may hold a district 
court of the United Siates for the District of 
Columbia, in the same manner and with tbo 
same powers and jurisdiction possessed and 
exercised by other district courts of the United 
States. Any one of said justices may also 
hold a criminal court for the trial of all crimes 
and offences arising within said district, which 
court shall possess the same powers and exer- 
cise the same jurisdiction now possessed and 
exercised by the criminal court of the District 
of Columbia. 

Section 4. And be it further enacted, That 
general terms of the said rupreme court shall 
be held at the same times at which terms of 
the circuit court of the District of Columbia 
are now required to be held, and at the same 
place. District courts and criminal courts 
shall also be held by one of said justices at 
the several time.? when such courts are now 
requirod by law to be held, and at the same 
place. 

Section 5. And be it further enacted. That, 
special terms of said supreme court shall be 
held by one of said justices, at such time or 
times as the said court, in general term, shall 
appoint. Non-enumerated motions in all suits 
and proceedingsat law and in equity shall first 
be heard ana determinined at such special 
terms. Suits in equity, not triable byjury, 
shall also be beard and determined at such 
special terms; but the justice holding such 
special term, may, in his discretion, order any 
such motion or suit to be heard, in the first in- 
stance, at a general term. Any party aggrieved 
by any order, judgment, or decree, made or 
pronounced at auy such special term, may, if 
the sam* involve the merits of the action or 
prooeediugj appeal therefrom to the general 
term of said supreme court, and upon such 
appeal the general term shall review such or- 
der, judgment, or decree, and affirm, reverse, 
or modify the same as shall be just. 

Section 6. And be it further enacted, That the 
said court, in general term, shall adopt such 
rules as it may think proper to regulate the 
time and manner of making appeals from the 
special term to the general term, and may pre- 
scribe the terms and conditions upon wuich 
such appeals may be made. Such court may 
also establish such other rules us it may deem 
necessary for regulation of the practice of the 
several courts organized by this a>'t, and from 
time to time revise and alter such rules. It 
may also determine by rule what motions 
shall be heard at a special term, as non-enu- 
merated motions, and what motions shall be 
heard at a general term in the first instance. 

Section 7. And be it further enacted, That all 
issues of fact triable by a jury or by the court 
shall be tried before a single justice; when Ihe 
trial is byjury, ut a circuit court; and when 
the trial is without a jury, at a circnit court or 
special term. Issues of law may bo tried at a 
circuit court or special term. At any time af- 
ter issue, and at least ten days before the sit- 
ting of the court, either parly may give notice 
of trial. The parly giving the notice shall 
furnish the clerk, at least four days before the 
sitting of the court, with a note of the issue, 
containing the title of the action, the names 
of the attorneys, and the time when the last 
pleading was Berved; and the clerk shall there- 
uoon enter the cause upon a calendar, accord- 
ing to the date of the issue. 

taection 8. And be it further enacted, That if, 
upon the trial of a cause, an exception be ta- 
ken, it may be reduced to writing at the time, 
or it may be entered on the minutes of the 
justice, and afterwards settled in such manner 
as may be provided by the rules of the court, 
and then stated in writing in a case or bill of 
exceptions, with so much of the evidence as 
may be material to the questions to be raised, 
but such case or bill of exceptions need not be 
sealed or signed. The justice who triea the 
cause may, in his discretion, enlerUia a mo- 
tion, to be made on his minutes, to set aside a 
verdict and grant anew trial upon exceptions, 
or for insufficient evidence, or for excessive 
damages: J'rovided, That such motion be 
made at the same term or circuit at which th" 
trial was bad. When such motion is made and 
beard upon the minutes, an appeal to the gen- 
eral term may be taken from tne decision, in 
which case a bill of exceptions or case shall be 
settled in the usual manner. 

Section 9. And be it further enacted, That 
a motion for a new trial on a case or bill of ex- 
ceptions, and an application for judgment on 
a special verdict or a verdict taken subject to 
the opinion of iho court, shall be heard in the 
first instance at a general terra. 

Section 10 And be it further enacted, That 
writs and process issued out of the court here- 
by organized may be tested in the name of any 
justice of said court 

Section 11. And be it further enacted, That 
any final judgement, order, or decree of said 
court may be re-examined and reversed or 
affirmed in the Supreme Court of the Unitod 
Slates, upon writ of error or appeul, in the 
some case* and in like manner as is now pro- 
vided by hit In reference to the final judg- 
ments, orders, and decrees of the circuit court 
of the Uuited States for the Distriet of Co- 
lumbia. 

Section 12. And be it further enacted That 
appeals may be made from the judgments of 
justices of the peace to the court hereby or- 
ganized in like manner and in tbo ."i-.cieWes 
in which snch appeals are now allowed to the 
circuit court of the United States for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Such appeals 6hall be heard 
and decided at a special term. 

Section 13. And be it further enacted, That 
all suite and proceedings which, at the time 
this act takes effect, shall be pending in any of 
the courts hereby abolished Bball be transfer- 
red to tbo courts to be established under the 
provisions of this act, and may be prosecuted 
therein with the same effect as they might 
have been in the court in which the tame were 
commenced. Process issued out of any of said 
courts shall also be returned to the court here- 
by established. 

Section 14. And be it further enacted, That 
justices of the peace may be removed by the 
court to be organized under the provisions of 
this act at a general term, after due notice, and 
an opportunity to be heard in their defence, and 
for causes to be assigned in tbe order of re- 
moval. 

And bjit further macUi, That 
the justices to be appointed by virtue of this 
act shall receive an annual salary of three 
thousand dollars, to be paid quarterly at the 
Treasury of the United States.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Iicutc of Re- 
presentatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. Thai whenever the 
judge of the Supreme Court for aoy circuit, 
from disability, absence, ihe accumulation of 
business in the circuit conrt in any district 
within his circuit, or Irom his having been of 
eonusel or being interested in any case pend- 
ing in such circnit court, or from any other 
cause, shall deem it advisable that the drcuit 
court in such district shall be holden by the 
judge of any oth?r circuit, be may request, in 
writing, the judge of any other circuit to hold 
the circuit court in such district, during a time 
to be named in such requesr; and such request 
sh ill be entered upon ihe journal of the cir- 
cuit court so to be boMen. And thereupon it 
shall be lawful for the judge so requested to 
hold a circuit court in such district, and to ex- 
ercise all the powers of the judge of said cir- 
cuit within and for such dis.rict during the 
time named in such request. 

That the 
judge of any circuit may order any cW il eau-o 
certified into any circuit court within his cir- 
cuit from any court of tbe United Stales, to 
bo certified back to the court whence it came ;

ceeded in by such court, in all respects, us if 
the same^iad not been ciriified from it: Pro- 
vided, That if from any cause it shall be im- 
proper for the judge of sueh court to try any 
sucn cause so certified back, the same shall be 
tried by tome other judge holding 6uch court, 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. When- 
ever, by reason of death or resignation, there 
shall be no judge of any e'reuit, tbe chief jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the United States 
may make tho requests herein provided for, 
which shall be operative until such circuit 
shall be assigned to another judge. In case

On tho 4ih more gunboats arrived, and oth 
ers, with 9 and 11-iuch guns, were expected 
on the 5th. The fort is heavily sodded, and 
Foster has over 2 000 troops. 

A Newbern letter dated on the 3d, at 10 P 
M , sta'es that gunboats had arrived at tho 
mouth ot the river, and it is thought they will 
be able to demolish the rebel batteries. 

Generals Palmer and Price have taken such 
steps as to lead to the removal of all fears for 
tbe gaiety of Foster. Toe rebels are reponod 
as having 5.000 men on the road between 
Newbern and Washington.

WAsumaroN, Aprils— 10 P. M. 
The excitement here in regard to tbe report- 
ed attack on Charleston is intense. The Na- 
vy aud War Departments arc still without 
official advices, but no doubt is entertained 
thai an attack bod been made, and that the 
result was unfavorable to the rebels. 

The continued rcticenae of rebel newspa- 
pers is regarded as almost certain evidence 
that they are in po^sesssion of news which 
confirms the report that Charleston has fallen 
before the combined muck of Hunter aud 
Dupont. 

Heretofore it hns been tho practice of the 
rebels whenever they have met with any suc- 
cess to send a flag of truce across tho Rappa- 
hannock with copir3 of their papers an- 
nouncing the news. Besides this, their pickets 
are very gloomy and decline lo converse at 
all upon ihe subject of the attack upon 
Charleston, or allow any copies nl their papers 
to come across the river. The Navy Depart- 
ment is in hourly expectation ot receiving in- 
formation in regard to an attack, which they 
knew was to have been commenced last Thurs- 
day. Prominent officials iu the Navy Depart- 
ment to-day tuude the remark that by this 
time the officers on board our iron-clads were 
either in Charleston or in Heaven.
